KEEPING FOOD 1\ HOT WEATHER 


"Isn't it a constant worry to keep 


foodstuffs fresh In summer weather?" 
was Marjorie's 
exclamatory question", 


one hot morning when she came in and 
found Marie instructing the cook to put 
somo newly arrived flsh immediately in 
cold water. 
: 


"You have to use considerable care," 


agreed Marie, "or things in summer are 
apt to spoil or become unfit to, eat. This 
fish, for instance, will be kept sweet 
for some hours by covering it with cold 
water, which Is a much better preser- 
vative 
than 
salt : applied 
by some 


cooks, as this turns the flesh a dark 
coloc and imparts a disagreeable flavor 
to the cooked'fish. 
- ^'Mllk,- too, at this season requires 
special care. 
The pitchers that have 


been used for H should be Invariably 
rinsed in scalding water. .If the rnilk 
bottles are placed in a pan of cold brine 
the milk will keep quite fresh for two 
or three, days, Tho water must be re- 
newed every day. 


"Boracic acid, though 
not desirable 


as a food, is most useful for sprinkling 


over fresh meat, and 
can 
easily be 


washed on! before the article is cooked. 
If meat is parboiled or 'parroasted,' it 
will keep for two days longer. A few 
washed 
cabbage 
or 
lettuce 
leaves 


placed over cooked meat will help to 
keep it fresh. To keep poultry fresh a 
lump of charcoal may be placed Inside 
the body and powdered charcoal sprin- 
kled over It; It must then be carefully 
washed before using. 


"Vegetables should be used as soon 


35 possible, as freshness is their chief 
value and excellence. If, however, 'this 
is impossible, they must be picked over 
carefully every day and all dead matter 
removed. 
They should be kept In a 


cool, dark place and all strong scented 
ones be kept-by themselves.' 


"If hard-boiled eggs are shelled and 


covered with cold water some time be- 
fore using, the color will be kept clear. 
A good plan for keeping butter firm 
and cool Is to cover it with a large, 
clean flowerpot. .Dip a piece of .coarse 
flannel in water, sprinkle freely with 
salt and lay it over the- flawer pot. The 
salt will keep the flannel moist."

Supl. Hodmond Welch of the police 


department has received the follow- 
ing communication relative to the re- 
quested enforcement ot the new law 
on headlights on motor vehicles: 


"Dear Sir: The Massachusetts high- 


way commission requests me to en- 
close a copy of tho regulations which 
were made by this commission and ap- 
proved by the governor and council 
on November last, as required by law. 
to take effect on the first of January, 
regulating the lights on motor 
ve- 


hicles.'

"The board feels that sufficient time 


. has elapsed to allow every motor ve- 
:hicle owner or operator 
to 
comply 


with the law and so arrange his Ughtn, 
by,focusing or using one of the large 
number of devices which are. on .the 
market, so that his lights on his mo- 
tor vehicle will comply with the reg- 
ulations.

"There have been three demonstra- 


tions, at each of which a large num- 
ber of devices were shown which com- 
plied with the law. 


"The commission has been requested 


.by the representatives ' of 
the 
Bay 


State association, to ask the chiefs of 
police in the various civics and towns 
to ^co-operate by requiring all automo- 
billsts to comply with the regulations. 
It is felt that If the police will co- 
operate by possibly in tho first 
in- 


stance stopping and warding the oper- 
ators of cars where they have not at- 
tempted in any way to prevent their 
lights from dazzling the other users 


'•''ct the highway, and keeping or per- 


haps sending-the names to. the 'com- 
mission, that very soon tho headlight 
nuisance will he done away with.. 


"This does not request you to make 


prosecutions for merely technical vio- 
lations of the law, but we do feel 
that after all this time every owner ol 
a motor vehicle should have at any 
rate made some reasonable attempt to 
comply with the law; still there are 
a number.of .cars on the street where, 
nothing whatever has been done to 
prevent the lights from dazzling oth- 
er users of the highway.

On high I bung up their heads on 
trees in the neighborhood of the city. 
Their young men and maidens I burned 
with fire.

-Warburg Says it Has Strength- 


ened Position of the American 
Bankerin International Finance 


ATLANTIC CIT'/. N. J., June 9.— 


Strengthening of the position of Amer- 
ican bankers in international finance 
has been one of the most important 
results of the federal reserve system, 
according to Paul M. Warburg, mem- 
ber-of. the federal reserve board, who 
addressed the New York State Bank- 
ers' association here today. The fed- 
eral resolve act. he asserted, not only 
has removed many 
obstacles 
whkh 


hampered bankers and merchants 
in 


dealing with other countries, particu- 
larly those of South America, but has 
provided a positive method by which 
the country's financial interests may 
be unified in seeking foreign business. 
, Predicting that the American bank- 
ers' acceptance business would con- 
tinue to grow even after the war end.s, 
he criticised many importers, particu 
larly of New York, for what he said 
was their folly in not using American 
exchange. 
He recommended that all 


republics of the continent adopt 
liniform monetary 
standard 
on the 


basis of a gold equivalent to one-fifth 
of an American dollar. 


"With

diminution of Europe's saving power, 
It' stands to reason that, for a long 


time to come, our discount rates will 
Compare favorably with those of En- 


ope.

THE FRENCH MAID SAYS 


KEEPING FOOD IN HOT WEATHER 


"Isn't It 'a constant worry to keep 


foodstuffs fresh in summer weather?" 
was Marjorie's exclamatory 
question, 


one hot morning when she came in and 
found Marie Instructing the cook to put 
some newly arrived fish immediately in 
cold water. 


"You 
have to use considerable care, 


agreed Marie, "or things in summer are 
apt to spoil or become unfit to eat. This 
fish, for Instance, will be kept sweet 
for some hours by covering it with cold 
water, which is a much better preser- 
vative 
than 
salt applied by some 


cooks,-as this turns the flesh a dark 
color and imparts a disagreeable flavor 
to the coolccd fish. 


"Milk, too, at this season requires 


special care. 
The pitchers that have 


been used for it should be invariably 
rinsed in scalding water. If the milk 
bottles are placed In a pan of cold brine 
the milk will Ueep quite fresh for two 
or three days. The water must be re 
newcd every day. 
"Boracic acid, though not desirable 
as a food, is most useful for sprinkling 


over fresh meat, and 
can 
easily 
be 


washed off before the article is cooked. 
If meat Is parboiled or 'parroasted,' It 
will keep for two days longer. A few 
washed 
cabbage 
or 
lettuce 
leaves 


placed over cooked meat will help to 
teep it fresh. To keep poultry fresh a 
lump of charcoal may be placed inside 
the body and powdered charcoal sprin- 
kled over It; it must then be carefully 
washed before using.

TO LOCAL POLICE—AGAINST DAZ- 


y.M.N'G Kl-'KECTS 


Supt. Redmond Welch of the police 


department has received the follow-' 
ing communication relative to the re- 
quested enforcement of the new Jaw- 
on headlights on motor vehicles: 


"Dear Sir: The Massachusetts high- 


way commission requests m6 to en- 
close a copy of the regulations which 
were- made by this commission and ap- 
proved by tho governor and council 
on November last, as required by law, 
lo take effect on the first of January, 
regulating the lights on motor ve- 
hicles. 


"The hoard feels that sufficient time 


has elapsed to allow every motor ve-' 
hide owner or operator to 
comply 


- with the law and so arrange his lights, 
by focusing or using one of the large 
number of devices which arc on the 
market, so that his lights on hie mo- 
tor vehicle will comply with the reg- 
ulations. 


''There have been three demonstra- 


tions, at each of which a large num- 
ber of devices were shown which com- 
plied with the law. 
; -"The commission has: been requested 
by the representatives 
of- tho 
bay 


Slate association, to.ask the chiefs of 
•police in the various cities and towns 
to co-operate by requiring all automo- 
' bilists to comply with the regulations. 
It 
IK felt that il tho police will co- 


operate by possibly In tho firat 
in- 


stance Mopping and warning the oper- 
ators of cars where they have not at- 
tempted in any way to prevent their 
lights from dazzling the other users 
of the highway, and keeping or per- 
haps sending the names to the com- 
mission, that very soon the headlight 
nuisance will be done away with. 


"This does not request you to make 


: prosecutions for merely technical vio' 
latio.ns of the law, but we do feel 
that after all this time every owner of 
a motor vehicle should have at any 
rate made some reasonable attempt to 
comply with the law; still there are 
a number of cars on the street where 
jiothing whatever has been done to 
prevent the lights from dazzling oth- 
er users of the highway.

WHEN 'TWILL PINCH 


Unless congress passes the shipping 


bill of the administration or some Bini- 
ilar measure before the close of the 
war, American business shall soon feel 
the helplessness and 
humiliation 
of 


being dependent on others. The mat- 
ter should never have been made a 
partisan question, as it was by the re- 
publicans and the Interests behind pri- 
vate transportation lines, but having 
become partisan, the American people 
will learn where to place Ihe rcspon- 
Bibllity for any harm that may come 
to the business of the country. 


It was most fortunate that the great 


bulk of our foreign business during 
the war consisted of .war orders which 
the belligerents themselves shipped 
from am ports, and it was fortunate 
also that the bulk of this trade bal- 
anced our great deficiency in shipping. 
Those who opposed the shipping bill 
pointed fo the number of ships being 
privately constructed and to the busy 
wheels of our mills and factories, but 
they did not refer at all to the hun- 
dreds of urgent demands from foreign 
markets that wanted American goods 
and could not be supplied, for lack of 
ships. Neither, did they speak of the 
disappointed American firms that could 
not import -raw products from South 
America, Hayti, the Philippines, etc. 
The lack of adequate shipping killed 
many a good scheme for the growth 
of American business— a growth that 
would have been permanent when the 
war orders have ceased to come In. 


Secretary McAdoo in his recent re- 


port warned the country against 
the 


time when an enlarged foreign 
trade 


will demand more adequate shipping. 
He recalled the fact that our trade 
to Austria and Germany alone for the 
year before the war was 
$367,600,000 


and said that this trade will be regain- 
ed when peace comes. He recalled 
that the total imports of South Amer- 
lea in normal times were approximate- 
ly $700,000,000 and declared that Amer- 
ica must strive to get part, if not the 
major part, of this trade with the end- 
ing of hostilities. 


It is in the keener competition to 


.come that America willfeel the want 
of a merchant marine. We have seen 
how when other nations go to war our 
commerce "must suffer, and we 
have 


bean wrangling over partisan politics 
when we should have been 
passing 


laws to restore our flag to the 'trade 
routes of the world:

rock-bottom, pald-in-arlvanoe, 


no-return basis, it 
was difficult for 


us to reduce our consumption of pa- 
per, but we have cut off about four 
hundred copies a day, which is equiv- 
alent to a saving of 15 tons per year 
by the following method: 


"The department stores 
bad 
been 
getting a dozen papers a day so that 
they could cut out 
their ads 
and 


post them on the bulletin boards in 
the different departments. 
We have 


taken the waste papers off the press 
and cut the ads out for them. 


"We have eliminated the counter 


graft of the advertisers who drop in 
and asked for a paper because they 
have not received their regular paper.
